BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., April 
2 (AP). — A 20-year-old parolee 
from the California Youth Author- 
ity admits burglaries at more than 
400 churches in the last three 
years, says Police Chief C. H. An- 
derson. A 

He identified the youth as 
Richard A. Sachse, who is held on 
suspicion of burglarizing the 
Church of the Good Shepherd 
here.. 

Chief Anderson said yesterday 
Sachse told him the burglaries oc- 
curred in Midwestern, Southeast- 
ern and Southwestern cities. 
Sachse was quoted as saying he 
netted about $4000 in. 75 bur- 
glaries since being paroled from 
the C.Y.A. last February after 
serving 14 months—on a church 
burglary conviction. 


RETAIL FOOD PRICES 
UP SLIGHTLY IN FIRST 
HALF OF MARCH 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
Over-all retail food prices rose 
slightly in the first half of March 
due mainly to a. 5.4 per cent in- 
crease in egg prices, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported today. 

Retail foods rose one-tenth of 1 
per cent. During the two-week 
period the Government decon- 
trolled prices on bread and cof- 
fee to end price controls on food. 


4000 DEATHS, $28,000,000 
LOSS LAID TO LONDON FOG 


Smoke Group Terms Disaster 
Worst in History of Air 
Pollution. 


LONDON, April 2 (UP) — The 
London fog of last cember 
killed 4000 persons in four days 
and caused $28,000,000 damage to 
rank as the worst disaster in air 
pollution history, the National 
Smoke Abatement Society said 
yesterday. 

The report said the scale of the 
disaster dwarfed the industrial 
smog which struck Donora, Pa., in 
1848 and probably equaled the 
deadly London fogs of 1873 and 
1880, In Donora, 20 persons died 
and an estimated 7000 became ill. 

If that ratio of deaths to ill- 
nesses applied to London, the re- 
port said, the city’s 4000 deaths 
would mean that upward of 1,000,- 
000 persons were ill.

President Eisenhower seized the 
initiative in the world-wide con- 
test with Communism by ordering 
the Seventh Fleet removal as 

protective shield at Formosa ei 
by sending the Secretary of State 
on a Western Europe tour, Mutu- 
al Security Administrator Harold 
E. Stassen said here last night. 


Referring to the program of 
the agency he heads, Stassen de- 
clared: “This country’s leadership 
participation in the partnership of 
free nations will be neither uni- | 
lateral bullying nor multilateral 
milquetoast in its nature.” 

His remarks were made at a 
‘Republican rally and dinner held 
at the Jefferson Hotel in behalf 
of Carl G. Stifel, the party’s 
inominee for Mayor in next Tues- 
day’s election. The talk was tele- 
vised by Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD-TV. 

Backs Stifel as Old Friend. 
Stassen at the outset referred 
to Stifel, who was chairman of 
the Missouri. committee that 
backed him for President last 
year, as “an old friend and one of 
the outstanding leaders of our 
country.” 

Discussing the record of the 
new national Administration, 
Stassen declared: “President 
Eisenhower has done much, in a 
little more than two months in 
office, to change the situation for 
the better in Washington, in 
America and in the world.” 

In reference to the trip made 
by Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, at the President’s request, 
to Western Europe and Great 
Britain to talk with other leaders 
on podlicies and programs for 
peace and security, Stassen said: 

“I can report to you from per- 
sonal observation that the Secre- 
tary of State conducted these con- 
versations in an outstanding man- 
ner and I believe that the days of 
this journey will become known 
as the 10 great days of service 
to the cause of peace and free- 
dom.” 

Way te Obtain Objective. 

Gaining the initiative over Com- 
munism is important if America 
is to attain its objective win- 
ning the peace by “peaceable 
means,” the Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator declared. 

No one can predict with cer- 
tainty the effect “within the Iron 
Curtain” of Stalin’s death, Stassen 
said, adding: “His passing makes 
it more important than ever that 
men and women join .in solid 
support of President Eisenhower 
in adding strength to America.” 

The speaker, one of the key 
figures in the new Administra- 
tion, used sharp words in refer- 
ring to Communism, once describ-

Vishinsky’s version of the “soft 
approach” was an amendment he 
submitted yesterday to the West- 
ern-backed resolution on disarma- 
ment scheduled for consideration 
when the Assembly reconvenes 
next Tuesday. 

The Western plan, which lays 
down a suggested disarmament 
program for the U.N. Disarma- 
ment Commission to consider in 
its year-round negotiations, was 
approved last month by the As- 
sembly’s Political Committee. The 
same program was approved in 
1952 by the Assembly but was 
stymied in the commission by 
Russian opposition. 

The Political Committee last 
month rejected, at is has before, 
an alternate Soviet program. 

The usual Soviet tactic, after 
defeat in the committee, is to roll 
out its defeated resolution and de- 
mand that the full Assembly re- 
verse the committee decision 
against it. 

Changes Sought. 


This time, however, the Rus- 
sians asked the Assembly only to 
delete from the Western resolu- 
tion the parts the Soviets had/©° 
voted against in a paragraph-by- 
paragraph ballot in the commit- 
tee, but to leave im the working 
part ordering the Disarmament 
Commission to continue its work 
toward finding a solution. 

Nor did Vishinsky’s amendment 
make any mention of a rejected 
Soviet resolution charging the 
United States, Britain and France 
with trying to turn the Disarma- 
ment Commission into a Western 
espionage agency. 

This seemingly conciliatory ap- 
proach surprised Western diplo- 
mats, but they noted that it con- 
tained no indication the Russians 
would not try to push through 
their own ideas on disarmament 
when the commission gets back 
to work.

Astin’s Statement. 


Last night Astin issued a state- 
ment here in which he stood 
squarely behind the bureau’s posi- 
tion on the battery additive and 
expressed confidence that tests of 
the mixture had been adequate. 

“As a great scientific labora- 
tory,” Astin said, “the national 
Bureau of Standards is basically 
concerned with the soundness of 
its technical operations. And it 
must adhere to the results of 
scientific findings regardless of 
what pressures are brought on 
the organization to change or 
modify conclusions based directly 
on these findings.” 

He did not explain his use of 
the word “pressures.” 

He insisted that tests on addi- 
tives to lengthen the life of bat- 
| teries, such as the product in dis- 
| pute, had been carried on in the 
interests of “fairness and objec- 
tivity.’ Bureau spokesmen said 
they ran what they termed 
“exhaustive” tests of the disputed 
battery dope last June and came 
to the conclusion that the product 
had “no beneficial effect on the 
properties or performances of 
batteries.” 

Secretary Weeks, an industrial- 
ist of considerable stature, and 
Sheaffer, wealthy fountain pen 
manufacturer, made it clear to the 

committee that they are placing 
their judgment, in the case of the 
battery dope at least, above that 
of the bureau's scientists. 

New Scientists to Be Hired. 


Weeks has announced a set of 
scientists of his own choice will 
be placed in the bureau to size 
up the disputed battery dope. But, 
more importantly, he told the 
committee that he intends to “get 
the best brains I can to examine 
into the function and objectives 
of the Bureau of Standards and 
re-evaluate them in relation to 
the American business community 
and other agencies of Govern- 
ment.” 

“This,” he added, “is a job we 
should do and I guarantee it will 
be done.” 

Earlier, Weeks told the com- 
mittee that as soon as he was 
nominated by President LEisen- 
hower, he received letters, from 
persons he did not name, stating. 
that a product known as AD-X2, 
which is supposed to prolong bat- 
tery life through reducing sul- 
phation, was “ having tough sled- 
ding in Washington.’

PRESIDENT TO GOLF 
INSTEAD OF OPENING 
BASEBALL SEASON 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
President Eisenhower said today 
he will not be able to attend the 
opening day baseball game be- 
tween the Washington Senators 
and New York Yankees here 
April 13 because he will be on 
“a little vacation.” 

The President broke the bad 
news to Clark Griffith, presiden' 
of the Washington club, who went 
to the White House to invite 
Eisenhower to threw out the first 
ball—a presidential tradition dat- 
ing from 1912. 

Eisenhower told Griffith, how- 
ever, that he will attend the 
April 23 game here between 
Washington and thé Philadelphia

“Tentative plans called for set- 
ting up one or more forward aid 
stations to process and treat pris- 
oners as they are released. -If an 
exchange is agreed upon; most of 
the men will be taken to field 
hospitals behind the lines by am- 
bulance, but serious cases will be 
evacuated by helicopter.

COMPARED WITH 1945-46 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) — 
The Public Health’ Service said | 
‘today new. figures indicate the 
death rate for influenza in Janu- 
ary was five times greater than 
in December 1952 and fout 4imeés 
greater than in January 1952. 
The death rate in January was 


17.1 for each 100,000 population. 

The service said information 
indicates also that the Influenza 
epidemic reached its peak in Feb- 
ruary and was comparable. with 
the epidemic of December 1945 
and January 1946. 

The report, in a weekly disease 


summary, was based an a 10 per 


cent sample of deaths for the 
month of January.

It was 
amended to permit initiative 
action in submitting a proposal | 
for use of the machines to the 
voters, if the governing body 
failed or refused to act on a plan 
for their use. Initiative petitions 
would require only 500 — 
to force an election. 

A similar bill was tentatively | 
approved in the Senate Tuesday. | 
It, however, would authorize use 
of voting machines only in cities 
over 10,000 population and in

Fired Over Battery Dope 

The dismissal of Dr. Allen V. Astin as director 
of the Bureau ‘of Standards calls for a searching 
investigation. | 

When he was appointed to succeed Dr. Ed- 
ward U. Condon as head of the bureau last year, 
Dr. Astin was described as a noted research 
scientist who had played a prominent part in de- 
velopment of the proximity fuse during World 
War II. He had served as associate director of 
the bureau for several years. 

The question involved in his dismissal by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Weeks, however, is not one 
of personalities. Who heads the bureau is not 
as important as its scientific integrity. 

Secretary Weeks indicates that one reason for 
firing Dr. Astin is a disagreement over the value 
of a particular brand of “battery dope,” which 
is supposed to add life to storage batteries. The 
bureau held this product to be worthless, and 
said so, Secretary Weeks disagrees. He implies, 
without being explicit about it, that the bureau's 
tests have not been on the level. 

That is a most serious charge to bring against 
a scientific organization whose job is to make 
objective tests regardless of their effect on pri- 
vate business interests. If Secretary Weeks has 
evidence to back up the charge he should pro- 
duce it. Until he does, the disturbing possibility 
will exist that the bureau is being shaken up, 
not for being dishonest, but for being too honest 
—not for partiality, but for impartiality. 

An outsider is in no position to judge who is 
right in the “battery dope” controversy. But 
this much is certain: if the honestly objective 
findings of scientists can be overridden by a 
political appointee on the basis of a layman’s 
personal opinion, the standards of the Bureau of 
Standards won't be worth a plugged nickel. 
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That Disappearing Blockade 

Gradually, one might say almost impercepti- 
bly, the facts are catching up with Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s sensational one-man blockade of China. 

The Greek shipowners who signed on McCar- 
thy's dotted line, and temporarily made him in 
his own eyes a hero second only to John Paul 
Jones, are now letting the cat out of the bag. 

It appears that none of the Greek ships has 
been carrying cargoes to China for at least two 
years. At least so their owners now contend. 
Something like one fifth of the ships have called 


. at China ports—but, the owners say, they called 


to take goods out of China, not to take goods in. 

It also appears that in promising McCarthy to 
conduct no trade at all with China, the Greek 
shipowners were only agreeing to do what most 
of the governments in control of their ships 
h*ve already required them to do. Greece, Li- 
beria, Panama, Costa Rica and Honduras have 
all barred ships flying their flags from calling 
at China or North Korea ports. That is something 
which the dull, plodding old State Department 
accomplished, after all. 

To round out the rapidiy changing picture, Me- 
Carthy meets with Secretary Dulles and climbs 
down from the pedestal he had so hastily erected 
for himself. Mr. Dulles reminds him solemnly 
that foreign relations are to be conducted by 
the Executive, not the Legislative, branch. Mc- 
Carthy’s answer is that he never done nothing 
and won't do it again. Any more blockades he 
fixes up, he promises, will go through channels. 

The interesting question is who sold whom the 
gold brick. If the wily Greek shipowners misled 
McCarthy, then he turns out to be as gullible as 
he ig unscrupulous. If McCarthy knew what he 
was doing, and merely hoped to mislead the pub- 
lic, then he turns out to be a cheap faker. Which_ 
isn’t news, after all.

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A Good Marshal Goes 


The ways of political patronage are not only 
hard but sometimes insensible to performance 
of duty. The dismissal of Otto Schoen as United 
States Marshal for Eastern Missouri is a case 
in point. 

President Eisenhower has nominated State 
Representative Omar L. Schnatmeier, St. Charles 
Republican, to succeed Schoen, a Democrat. 
Both parties play patronage, of course, and no 
criticism of Schnatmeier is implied here. But 
the noteworthy fact is that Schoeh made a re- 
markably good record as Marshal. 

He devoted full time to his duty. He traveled 
his large district to collect executions and saw 
to 90 per cent of them himself. In 1951 he was 
praised by the Justice Department for his ex- 


ceptional work. After all this, the department . 


asked Schoen to resign; He refused and noted 


that his term had more than two years to run. 
So now he is being forced out. It is a poor re- 
ward for public service. 


Welfare in the Cabinet 

President Eisenhower has done what former 
President Truman twice tried to do without suc- 
cess, in getting Congress to approve a new De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare. 

This reorganization of several related agencies 
creates the tenth department of Cabinet rank. It 
is the first addition to the Cabinet since the old 
commerce and labor department was divided in 
1913, As long as six years ago leading Congress- 
men saw the wisdom of the step. Yet Congress 
voted almost as overwhelmingly against the Tru- 
man plans of 1949 and 1950 as it voted for the 
new Eisenhower plan. 

Behind the earlier defeats were both partisan- 
ship and fear of. “socialized medicine.” Mr. Tru- 
man was expected to name his friend Oscar 
Ewing, a sponsor of national health insurance, as 
head of the proposed department. Republicans 
and many Democrats rallied against Ewing and 
his ideas in voting down reorganization. 

President Eisenhower’ quickly removed such 
grounds for opposition. He indicated he would 
name Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Ewing’s successor 
as Federal Security Administrator, as Secretary 
for the new department. And he told the Ameri- 
can Medical Association he would not permit 
any compulsory or socialized health programs. 

In retrospect much of the past opposition to 
the reorganization seems unrealistic. The plan 
first had a bi-partisan introduction in a bill by 
Senators Taft of Ohio and Fulbright of Arkansas ° 
in 1947. Two years later the Hoover Commission 
recommended a department for education and 
welfare. So there was nothing partisan about it: 

As for the question of socialized medicine, that 
was a matter which would have had to be set- 
tled by Congress itself. It had little to do with 
improving efficiency of executive departments. 

In any case, Congress has finally elevated the 
services of health, education and welfare to top 
rank in our Government. These services, many 
of which developed under Democratic Adminis- 
trations, have now received a stamp of perma- 
nence from a Republican Administration and 
Congress. 

With this act the Eisenhower Administration 
has accomplished what had seemed almost im- 
possible in Congress. It is a victory for White 
House leadership,’ 
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Peculiar Business in Burma 

Has the United States been covertly support-.

Corre- 
spondent Homer Bigart says the Burmes¢ be- 
lieve there is a direct connectién “between the 
Eisenhower victory and the increasing ram- 
bunctiousness of the Nationalists.” 

The Nationalists are intruders in Burma and 
have no legal right there; neither have any 
Americans who may be with them. If Burma 
were a stronger state the Chinese would have 
been disarmed and arrested long ago, as were 
those Nationalists who were driven into French 
Indochina. They are free only because Burma 
is fully occupied in putting down both a Com- 
munist rebellion and a tribal uprising. 

People all over Asia associate the activities 
of the Nationalists with the United States, and 
for good reason: the Chinese on Formosa are 


. supported by us, and the Nationalists in Burma 


are supplied with arms from Formosa. The Bur- 
mese feel as strongly that we could stop this 
aggression against their homeland as we feel that 
Russia éould call off the fighting in Korea. 

The fact we have not done so is causing no 
little alarm throughout free Asia. It ought to 
be cause for alarm in this country as well.

bacon curls atop fluffy scrambled eggs make a tempting main

ASTER is one of the happiest holidays of the year, so start 
the day off right by striking a gay note at the first meal. 
you have attended one of the sunrise services, why not invite 
friends home with you for Easter breakfast?

become one of those annual events among your circle of friends.) 


Let your guests sip chilled fruit 
juice or hot coffee in the living 
room while you get things under 
control in the kitchen. A cold

fruit toppings might be your first 
course, Use your prettiest Lazy 
Susan to offer a selection of 
orange sections and shredded 
coconut in orange juice, sliced 
bananas, frozen blueberries or 
pineapple chunks, or preserved 
figs with sour cream. 

You might surprise the young- 
sters with a different kind of egg 
hunt by hiding jelly bean eggs 
throughout their bowls of break- 
fast cereal. Warn them that a 
surprise is in store, and watch 
that cereal disappear. 

If you decide upon. scrambled 

eggs and bacon for your main 
dish, do serve it in the attractive 
manner pictured above — the 
fluffy scrambled eggs topped with 
bacon curls. To make the curls, 
broil or panfry the bacon Slices 
until light brown, but not crisp. 
Now, using two forks, wrap bacon 
slice around the prongs one 
fork. Slide off the fork and con- 
tinue cooking to desired crisp- 
ness. 
Another attractive dish for .an 
Easter breakfast or brunch is 
Goldenrod Eggs. Make toast cups 
by lightly buttering thin slices of 
crustless bread on both sides, then 
press down into muffin pans. Let 
the corners extend above the pan. 
Toast in a slow oven (300 de- 
gress F.) until crisp. Serve filled 
with Goldenrod Eggs, prepared by 
hard-cooking six eggs for four 
servings. Separate egg yolks 
from white. Add chopped egg 
white to one and one-half cups 
of medium white sauce. Place in 
toast cups, then sprinkle with egg 
yolk pressed through a sieve. In- 
cidentally, these toast cups are 
fine for serving any creamed mix- 
ture such as chipped beef or 
creamed chicken.

frine Faces Charges in 
States Alone — 
Refuses Lawyer Re- 
tained by Parent. 


DUBUQUE, Ia., April 2 (AP)— 
Fred E. McManus, 18-year-old 
A.W.O.L. Marine today faced 
murder charges in three states 
alone after rejecting the efforts 
of Ids grieving father to help him. 


The youth, who shrugged off | bY 


five killings as “too bad,” flatly 
told his father, Mose McManus, a 
brewery executive from Valley 
Stream, N.Y., that he did not 
want the help of the lawyer the 
elder McManus had retained to 
defend him. 

The father flew to Dubuque 
from New York and had a brief 
interview with his son last night 
in jail. 

The youth, who had said earlier 
he didn’t want to see his father, 
greeted him calmly and shook 
hands before authorities led them 
to an office for a short talk. 

During the 15-minute meeting 
a deputy sheriff who was pres- 
ent, said young McManus shed a 
tear when his father made a ref- 
erence to Diane Marie Wegge- 
land, the 16-year-old girl who ac- 
companied the youth on a four- 
day cross-country crime spree. 

Father Weeps, Leaves. 

The youth leaped from his chair 
knocking it over, and started for | 
the door in apparent indignation 
at the remark. The father. covcred 
his eyes and wept, then left the 
room. 

Wher the elder McManus at- 
tempted to see his son a second 
time a short time later, young 
Fred refused. 

“I don’t want you to spend any 
money on me,” he said. “I know 
what: I’ve done, and I know what 
1 waat to do. I want to get it over 
with quickly now.” 

Thé father was making another 
dgtetmined effort today to per- 
suadeé his son“to accept the offer 
of héjp. 

The elder McManus said after 
yesterday's meeting: “I simply 
ecannet understand it. ‘The boy 
has never been in trouble before, 
and bas never causec trouble of 


any kind.” 
Trouble With Family. 
The youth in an_ interview. 


earlier, however, had said he had 
had trouble with his family “ever 
since I can remember.” 

Young McManus has written 
and signed a statement admitting 
killing: 

William A. Braverman, 19, 


Rochester, N.Y., missing since 
last Friday, witen stealing his 
car; 


George Bloomberg, 56, and 
his wife, Florence, 55, when 
robbing their service station- 
store at Keeneyville, Ill, last 
Saturday. 

Mrs. David Beaston, 43, wife 
of the owner. and Mrs. Harriet 
Horsmen, 48, waitress, in a 
holdup of a cafe at Spring 
Valley, Minn. 

During his interview he told 
reporters he felt no remorse over 
the killings. 

“It's just like reading of the 
death of a man 500 miles away— 
you don’t know him and can’t as- 
sociate any feelings with him. It 
was too bad,” he said. 

He told reporters he knew 
what was going to happen to him 
— “the electric chair.” 

Authorities from Rochester and 
Geneva, N. Y., and DuPage coun- 
ty, Illinois, arrived in Dubuque 
yesterday with first-degree mur- 
der warrants. 

Arraigned in Rebbery. 

Meanwhile the youth was ar- 
raigned on a charge of robbery 
with aggravation in connection 
with the robbery-abduction on 
Sunday of a Dubuque couple, Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Wharton. He took 
their car and $8. He is held in de- 
fault of $10,000 bond.

Moore captured McManus without 
resistance after stopping him on 
the highway north of Dubuqué.

“But when he came up to 
the car I knew it was the end of 
the line.” } 

Sheriff Leo J. Martin called the 
Dubuque charge “a mere formal- 
ity” until it is decided who shall 
have first opportunity to prose- 
cute McManus. 

New York, Illinois and Minne- 
sota authorities all seek custody 
but Gov. William S. Beardsley of 
Iowa said he understood New 
York was making the first formal 
bid and “in all likelihood” he 
would honor that request. 

Murder in New York and IIli- 
nois can be punishable by death, 
but the maximum penalty in Min- 
nesota is life imprisonment. 

Body Is Sought. 

New York authorities primari- 
ly were interested in finding out 
the location of Braverman’s body. 
McManus, in his confession, told 
of burying the kody near Roches- 
ter but his directions were vague. 
It was thought he would have to 
be returned to New York to point 
out the spot. 

Yesterday McManus told offi- 
cers he killed two of his female 
victims because they screamed. 
He showed little remorse for any 

wanton crimes. 

“It would be the same as some- 
one being killed across the 
street you didn’t know,” he said. 
*{t was too bad.” 

“Some of them screamed and 
I can’t stand screaming.” 

McManus ascribed all his acts 
to his loye for Miss Weggeland, 
of Summerville, N.Y.. whom he 
described as “my wife or at least 
the person I considered as my 
wife.” He said they were thwart- 
ed by state laws every time they 
tried to find a place to have a 
marriage ceremony performed. 
At one place, he said, they 
stopped at a library to look up 
marriage laws, hoping to find a 
place where they could be mar- 
ried quickly with no question 
about Diane's age. 

He insisted she knew nothing 
about the killings, but she told

Hammarskjold Pledges Effort 
To ‘Get Along With Them All’ 


U.N. Secretary General-Designate Tells 
Press Conference That. 
Includes Russia. 


STOCKHOLM, April 2 (AP) — 
Dag Hammarskjold, accepting 
nomination as Secretary General 
of the United Nations, pledged 
yesterday he will try to get along 
with everyone. 

Hammarskjold, now a deputy 
foreign minister of Sweden, held 
a news conference in the Foreign 
Office. 

“How do you think you will get 
along with the Russians? Better 
than Trygve Lie?” he was asked. 

“Quite frankly, I hope to get 
along with them all,” he replied. 
“It is quite an essential part of 
my job. ” 

Asked if he thought recent de- 
velopments in the international 
field indicated some change in 
the Soviet attitude, Hammar- 
skjold snapped back at his ques- 
tioner: “Do you? 

When the reporter said he did, 
Hammarskjold closed the question 
with a non-committal, “Well.” 

‘Sign of Co-operative Spirit.’ 

He added that the Security 
| Council's agreement on him is ob- 
‘viously in itself a sign of a co- 
operative spirit. Hammarskjold 
seemed completely at ease as he 
responded to questions, switching 
easily from Swedish to English 
or German. 

He conferred yesterday with 
Premier Tage Erlander and other 
key members of the Swedish Cab- 
inet. Then he sent a cable to the 
U.N. saying he would accept the 
job despite a strong feeling of 
personal insufficiency. 
| Hammarskjold said he has no 
|idea when be will leave for New 
York. 

He supposed his first task would 
‘be to learn the job. “After that, 
well, you have only to read the 
papers to see what is looming 


high on the horizon of the world. 
That will be looming on my Hori- 
zon too.” 


When a Swedish reporter asked 
if he had been cleared by Sena- 
tor McCarthy, Hammarskjold 
laughed out loud but retorted: 
“No comment.” 


He was equally cautious when 
asked if he hoped to go to Mos- 
cow soon. 


“I have never satisfied a wish 
to go around the world,” he said. 


Hammarskjold said he was 
neither optimistic nor pessimistic 
about his chances of doing a good 
job at the United Nations. “I feel 
this is certainly a job where you 
do your utmost,” he said. - 


“Hammer-shiela” ° 
Hammarskjold came up with a 
suggestion on how Americans 

might pronounce his name. 


“The best thing would be for 
them to call me just Hammer- 
shield,” he said. “That is after 
all about as near as most people 
ean get, and anyway it's exactly 
what my name means in English.”

Weill then refused to let Servo 
risk injury because of a nose 
fracture, even though he was 
guaranteed $90,000 to defend 
against Sugar Ray Robinson. 

Weill said he telephoned Jim 
Norris, 1.B.C. president, and Nor- 
ris told him not to take any 
chance of having the champion 
injured. Then they decided to re- 
quest a postponement. 

“The two cuts in Marciano’s 
nose are minute,” Slott said. 

After the workout Slott asked 
De Vries to make a complete 
examination. 

Trainer Goldman’ explained 
that the injury occurred during 
Tuesday's sparring when Mar- 
ciano was struck on the tip of 
the nose by a hard right hand 
thrown by Tommy Harrison, light 
heavyweight of Los Angeles.

‘A Brief Lesson on English Cooking . 


There's ‘Bubble and Squeak’ and Haggis-but Why Not a Fine French Stew? 


By Hoyt Alden 


UE, no doubt, to the impend- 
Dine coronation, there seems to 


be a pation, in many 


preoccu 
quarters, with things British. This 


is reflected in various of 
our daily lives, notably fashions 
and foibles, and now it is reflect- 
ed in the menu. A reader wants 
us to tell her about some tradi- 
tional British dishes of which she 
has heard, suchas “bubble and 


squeak” and haggis. What are 


they, and how are they made. 

Well, like so many English 
dishes, they seemed to have re- 
sulted from invention being the 
mother of necessity. They arose 
from economic situations and not, 
as so many fine dishes have in 
‘other countries, from a search for 
something to please the palate. 

Bubble and squeak, for instance, 
came about as a means of using 
up the remains of cold salt beef. 
In truth, it bears a very close 
kinship with our corned beef and 
cabbage. If you want to try it, 
do it this way: 

Boil a few greens or a well- 
washed savoy. A savoy is a type 
of cabbage having a compact head 
and wrinkled and curled leaves. 
Boil it in plain water until it’s 
tender, then drain it quite dry 
with a sieve, and then chop it 
pretty fine. Season it with salt 
and pepper. 

Now cut some rather under- 
done salt beef into slices about 
as thick as a five-shilling piece. 
Also some slices of fat. Put a 
hunk of butter in a saute pan, 
and when it melts lay in the meat. 
Have the fire real hot. Fry both 
sides to a yellowish brown color. 
Take them out and keep them hot. 
Then put the savoy in the same 
pan and keep turning it until it's 
good and hot. Put it on a dish 
with the meat on top and serve. 

Where does it get the name? 
It is derived from the bubbling 
and squeaking noise the savoy is 
supposed to make when it hits 
the hot fat in the pan.

haggis. Andre Simon, author 

of the Encyclopaedia of Gas- 
tronomy, says that as a rule one 
doesn't attempt to make a haggis: 
one just buys a haggis and does 
not inquire too closely as to how 
it is made. 
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A READER WANTS TO KNOW ABOUT SOME TRADITIONAL BRITIS

It originated in Scotland, and 
is made of the heart, lungs and 
liver of the sheep, hashed and 


finely minced and combined with 
suet, onions, oatmeal, salt and 
pepper. The whole works Was 
usually sewed up in a well-cleaned 
stomach, then placed in a pot of 
boiling water and boiled for three 
hours. It is usually served very 
hot along with potatoes and tur- 
nips. Neat whiskey, it is said, is 
the orthodox liquid accompani- 
ment. 


Anyway, that’s the general idea, 
which should suffice. If it hap- 
pens, however, that any of my 
readers do actually want to make 
it, they can just write a letter

How It Started

To “Hatch” the Begg. and the 
Hatchet! 


HE inquiry here is whether 

“hatch,” or “hatch out,” as 

the chicken hatches an egg, 
is any relation to the “hatch” in 
“hatchet.” The answer is no, the 
latter comes from a different 
“hatch,” namely from the French 
Kore -egarel meaning to chop or 
ack. 


The Old English “hacchen,” 
which gave us “hatch” as in 
hatching an egg, is of Teutonic 
origin, and has cognates in Dan- 
ish and German, with meaning 
similar to that of our word. It has 
long been in our language to ex- 
press not only producing young, 
as from eggs, but in other con- 
nections which are extensions of 
this. For example, we find in the 


Bible, Jeremiah XVII, 2, albeit a 


négative allusion, “as the part- 
ridge sitteth on eggs and hatcheth 
them not.” 

Its actual origin is obscure, 
but etymologists suggest the con- 
nection with the English “hatch” 
which is a half door, with the 
original allusion to producing 
something under the shelter of a 
hatch. So “hatch” preceeded from 
nature’s handiwork to the opera- 
tion of producing by incubation, 
or artificial heat. 

From this came the metaphor- 
ical reference such as that to 
hatching a plot. This is not new; 
in ‘fact the rhetorical application 
would seem to be implied in the 
Biblical reference quoted here. 
As far back as Elizabethan times, 
the well known divine, Richard 
Hooker, referred to the “hatch- 
ing” of michief, and, again, of 
heresy.

Instead, he is back 
in business only a short time aft- 
er having his factory wiped out 
by a disastrous $3,500,000 fire. 
The reason Connelly is back in 
business so soon is due to the

gave him the most help were six 
of his business competitors. 


When Connelly’s South Phila- 
delphia plant went up in a holo- 
caust of smoke and fire last Jan. 
24, it wiped out eight years of 
steady effort, his life’s saving? 
and, it looked for a while, the 
livelihood of his 400 employes. 

The blaze, caused by gasoline 
fumes, was so devastating that it 
shook even the confidence of Con- 
nelly, a 48-year-old cheerful and 
forthright Irish-American who 
has been battling with adversity 
most of his life. 

It looked like the end of every- 


in sales into 1952’s peak of $7,- 
000,000 worth of sales. 

But, within 48 hours after the 
ashes in his South Philadelphia 
plant had grown cold, several 
competitors called and offered 
to make cardboard boxes to fill 
Connelly Containers orders—and 
with the Connelly name stamped

HEERED by this unexpected 

turn of events, Connelly took 

roums in a Philadelphia hotel 
and went to work. A fire insur- 
ance company made an initial 
payment. With it, Connelly was 
able to purchase the buildings of 
, located 
along the Schuy river in 
northwest Philadelphia. 

The trade unions appointed a 
man to allocate the skills of 17 
unions in speedily putting the 
hew site into shape for produc- 
tion. There were many demands 
for their services, but the unions 
decided to give Connelly priority. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad 
scouted its system to find a spe- 
cial flat car that alone could be 
used to haul machinery into the 
new plant over an unusual indus- 
trial bridge. Banks lent money 
freely. His employes worked 
shoulder to shoulder inside the 
factory trying to get it into shape. 
The plant is almost a century 


old and was last used in World 


War Ii, 

On March 4, five weeks after 
the South Philadelphia plant was 
destroyed, Connelly pushed a but- 
ton on a new corrugating machine 


- 


in his new quarters and went 
back into production. 

He called it a “modern mir- 
acle,” and said humbly to the 
representatives of 52 organiza- 
tions present at the opening cere- 
mony, that it was all due to their 
collective efforts. Some of the 
six competitors who had assisted 
him helped to throw the switch. 

Connelly predicted that his 
working force of 200 would be in- 
creased to his original 400 em- 


ployes in six months and that his
